Sik : I have the honor to forward the following return of the occur- 
rence of certain infectious diseases in Japan from July 21, the date of" 
my last report, until July 30, inclusive, viz : 

Cholera. — Kyoto Pu, 2 cases, no deaths ; Tokyo Fu, 8 cases, 2 deaths ; 
Fukuoka Ken, 1 case, no deaths ; Okayama Ken, 1 case, no deaths ; 
Wakayama Ken, 2 cases, no deaths; Yamaguchi Ken, 1 case, no deaths. 
Total, 15 cases, 2 deaths. 

Smallpox. — Tokyo Fu, 11 cases, no deaths ; Awomori Ken, 4 cases, no 
deaths; Chiba Ken, 2 cases, no deaths; Pukushima Ken, 2 cases, no 
deaths ; Hioga Ken, 29 cases, 8 deaths ; Kagoshima Ken, 13 cases, 2 
deaths ; Miyagi Ken, 13 cases, 13 deaths ; Miye Ken, 1 case, no deaths ; 
Nagasaki Ken, 2 cases, 2 deaths ; Nara Ken, 4 cases, 2 deaths ; Saitama 
Ken, 6 cases, 2 deaths ; Yamagata Ken, 2 cases, no deaths ; Yamanashi 
Ken, 2 cases, no deaths. Total, 93 cases, 29 deaths. 

Dysentery is widely distributed through the Empire, but is severely 
epidemic only in the province of Kagoshima. The total number of 
cases, July 21 to July 30, throughout the country was 681, and the 
deaths 115. Eelapsing fever is declining, and no cases of plague are. 
reported.
